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Reckless Spending 


Thert in no reason to believe Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower will not carry out his 
pledge to veto all “reckless spending 
schemes" which the post-convention of 
Congress miprht send to his desk. 
This is a presidential and con­ 
gressional election year, to he sure, 
and the President cannot anticipate 
the same respectful treatment from 
Congress that he received during 
his first seven and one-half years 
in office. 
Since entering the White House early 
in 1953, only two of his vetoes have 
been overridden by a two-thirds vote 
of both the House and the Senate. 
Regardless of any possible shift in 
Congressional sentiment toward the 
President, the high regard the public 
in general holds for Mr. Eisenhower 
will no doubt serve to temper the think­ 
ing of legislators as they pass on con­ 
troversial bills and strengthen his ef­ 
forts to block all attempts to buy votes 
by spending schemes and other unde­ 
sirable legislative proposals. 
Mr. Eisenhower, in his message to 
Congress this week, asserted that the 
four billion dollar surplus lie had pre­ 
dicted for the current fiscal year—end­ 
ing next June 30—was threatened by 
“the spending programs enacted and 
pending, coupled with the failure of 
Congress to enact proposed new rev­ 
enue measures." 


"I shall not," he pledged, abdicate 
my responsibility to use the executive 
power to help keep the nation’s economy 
strong and sound while we carry for­ 
ward our urgent work at home and in 
the world. 
“This means that I shall not tie a 
party to reckless spending schemes 
which would increase the burden of 
debt of our grandchildren, by resuming, 
in prosperous times, the practice of 
deficit financing. I shall not fail to re­ 
sist inflationary pressures by whatever 
means are available to me." 
Among the legislative issues current­ 
ly in the Washington spotlight are med­ 
ical care for the aged, federal subsidies 
for education, an increase in the SI an 
hour minimum wage and changes in the 
labor laws. 
The administration has advocat­ 
ed steps on all these subjects, but 
they do not go as far as the Demo­ 
cratic measures awaiting action. 
Hence, a series of major battles is 
shaping up that will have immediate 
repercussions in 
the November 
elections. 
More important, we think, is the im­ 
pact these results will have on our pock­ 
etbooks in the years to come. 
All of 
us who think that taxes already are 
too high are hoping that Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s wishes will prevail over all 
“reckless spending schemes" advocated 
by the so-called “liberals" in Congress.

Q. I recently ;>urrhH.<*e<l nome 
stock, tin the recommendation of 
a leading brokerage firm. I then 
aenl a letter to the president of 
the com pany In which I bought 
stock. 
I 
asked 
for 
Information 
about the company and the re­ 
muneration of the officers. 
About a month later, I received 
a reply. It alated that, “ becauae 
It ta not required by Securities 
and Exchange Commission regu- 
lations, w e do not give out thai 
Information.’* 
After 
reading that letter and 
the Information he did send m e, 
I decided thai this stock w as not 
for me. 
Why does a leading brokerage 
house recommend a stock, when 
ownership of shares in the cor­ 
poration does not entitle a person 
to know what the 
officer* 
are 
paid? 
A. Don’t Jump on your broker. 
As a stockholder and part owner 
of a corporation, you most cer­ 
tainly are entitled to know how 
much money the top brass is pull­ 
ing down. 
This is all covered by the Sec­ 
urities Exchange Act of 1934 and 
other Federal laws, as well as 


various slate regulations. 
Companies 
whose 
stocks 
are 
listed on stock exchanges and 
most other publicly-held corpora­ 
tions must include that informa­ 
tion in the proxy material they 
send out to stockholders. That 
proxy material is sent out before J 
the annual meetings and other 
meetings of stockholders. 
It lists, among other things, 
the total compensation paid to 
directors and the individual com­ 
pensation to each of the top of­ 
ficers. 
The trouble Is that most people I 
don't read proxy statements. I 
study them all the time, at the 
stock exchanges and at the SEC. 
If the reply you received was 
as abrupt as you indicate, the 
company would seem to he lack­ 
ing in stockholder relations. 
Q. On w vpral occasion*, you 
have chided people who question­ 
ed the high salaries of top of­ 
ficials of various com panies. Von 
answered 
by 
saying, 
In effect, 
that a laborer is worth hts hire. 
This Is obvious. But tt brings up 
the question I subm it. 
(•ranted that there Is no ab 
solute scale by which 
manage- ; 
nient efforts (with aeconipaning 1 


results) 
can 
be 
measured, 
are 
these individuals overpaid? 
A. The reply to this is also ob- 
hious, even though it isn t a real 
answer. 
Some top management people 
are overpaid. Some aren't. 
The sam e thing ran be said 
about any group of people — 
whether they’re running corpora­ 
tions, pushing brooms or abusing 
typewriters for their livelihood, 
However, 
because of all 
the 
competition and all the job* that 
are open for top brass, a good 
executive can't he expected to 
stay with a company unless he 
is well compensated for hia ef 
forts.
